WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ FUND. 


Mr. J. A. Maconchy, in moving the adoption 
of the report of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund, said that there were 1,288 contributors on 
the fund, being three lea than the previous 
year. The number of widows and orphans now 
on the fund wes 104, and the number of 
orphans was 65. He wished to bring before 


the Synod the essential difference that existed | 


between the fund proper and the supplemental 
fund. T Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund con. 
sisted entirely of money compulsorily or volun- 
tarily deducted from the stipend of the clergy. 
It was a mutual insurance fund. It was the 
duty of the Board to see that the rights of all 
contributors to the fund were most scrupulously 
observed. The rights of recent contributers to 
the fund were that the fund should be so con- 
serv that when the widows of the present 
young clergy were available for annuities the 
money wou there to meet them He 
mentioned that the number of widows had in- 
creased from 30 in 1906, to 104 this year. The 
Supplemental Fund waa wholly different. 1 
consisted of money coming from various 


sources, and the whole of that fund was at the | 


disposal of the board. They paid out cvery 
penny of their fund each year. They were 
asked last year to devise a means of strengthen- 
ing the Supplemental Fund, and after careful 
consideration the board came to the conclusion 
that the only source from which they 
get further money for the widows and orphans 
waa the laity of the Church, They issued that 
appeal in March, and already 19 parishes had 
sept in contributions. Of this number 15 had 
sent in the same amount that their incumbent 
was obliged to contribute. The laity had been 
appealed to on behalf of the living clergy, but 
if they had responded to that appeal, surely 
the wsand orphans of those clergy who had 
died in their service should have anequal claim. 
They gave every penny out of the Supple- 
mental Fund, and it was to that fund that 
they asked parochial] contributions to @ given 
in order that they might relieve some of the 
shocking cases of distress Which they knew 
and were powerless to help. Mr. Maconchy 
mentioned that it was pioposed to submit re- 
solutions to the with a view to 
strengtheni the fund, and if these were 
penal a Bill would he introduced next year.
